A bunion is the final stage 
in a process which began with a poor 
mechanical arrangement of the bones 
at the ball of the foot, The usual cause 
is a something which pushes the bones 
widely apart in this area where bones 
lying parallel and close together is a 
necessity. A spraddled ball is the fun- . 
damental requirement for bunions. Men 
with this ailment do not enter California 
to New York contests any more than do 
men with developed bunions. 

I very much doubt whetner the con-

corn is a localized thickening of the 
skin. My guess is that those contest- 
ants who hung on long developed thick 
and fairly uniform callus on their feet. 
Such callus is a protection to the nerves 
and the underlying tisste. Being uni- 
form, it seldom causes soreness. 

One way of getting rellef from corns 
is to develop a thick and uniform cal- 
lus. This its especially true of the sole. 
Doubtless many of the contestants had , 
galls and rubbed places: Some of these

BATTLEFIELD IN SIGHT OF
